Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to the rejections where a mixture of azo dyes is used 
and exchange of ligands is held by the examiner to occur, The examiner cites the reaction described in method 1 on 
page 44 which describes the exchange of ligands. The examiner notes that even if a solution of only mixed ligand azo 
dyes is used, the ligand exchange wilt result in a proportion of same ligand azo dyes after a period of time as the 
reaction proceeds toward equilibrium. Other than values in the examples themselves, the examiner cannot find 
concentrations of the dye in the solution, which reduces the desirability of inserting concentration language into the 
claims to obviate the rejections of record. To obviate the rejection based upon JP 04-308791 , the applicant may find 
that the solution of JP 04-308791 has not exchanged enough to meet the limitation of claim 5. The applicant may 
choose to overcome the rejections over the Tosaki et al. references by perfecting priority though English translations of 
the priority documents. The applicant may find comparastons with mere mixtures of different azo dyes (the starting 
material of sheme 1) and the resulting mixed ligand system useful in obviating the rejection based upon Kambe et al.. 
Mixed systems would generally be assumed to reduce crystallization relative to single compound systems. The 
applicant will address the 112 rejections and may include copies of the appropriate rule regarding the use of brackets. 
The applicant may choose to indicate with respect to the rejection of claim 7, that the these are additional azo dyes 
present which have the same ligands bound to the central metal. 
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
